SUMMARY OF FINDINGS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


The report of the examination and audit of the accounts 
of the Town of Belmont for the year ended December 31, 1974, 
was made by Nathan Wechsler & Company, Certified Public 
Accountants, at the direction of the Board of Selectmen. 


One of the audit reports must be given to the Town 
Clerk for retention as part of the permanent records. 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax 
Collector, Town Clerk, Library, Trustees of Trust Funds, 
and Cemetery Trustees. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


General Fund 


Balance Sheets - December 31, 1974 and 1973: (Exhibit A-1) 


Balance sheets - general fund = as of December 31, 1974 
and 1973, are presented in Exhibit A-l. As indicated there- 
in, the surplus of the Town decreased by $10,294.03 from 
$138,347.56 to $128,053.53 during the year. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 


An analysis of the change in current financial condition 
of the Town during the year is shown in Exhibit A-2. The 
decrease in surplus of $10,294.03 is a result of a net budget 
surplus of $29,705.97 less surplus used to reduce the tax 
rate of $40,000.00. 


Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures - Estimated and 


Actual Revenue and Budget Summary:(Exhibits A-3 and A-4) 


Statements of appropriations and expenditures, esti- 
mated and actual revenues and budget summary for the year

As indicated by the budget summary, a net unexpended 
balance of appropriations of $12,358.77, and a revenue sur- 
plus of $17,347.20, resulted in a net budget surplus of 
$29,705.97.

The financial statements of the Municipal Court have 
been prepared for 1974. However, due to the inadequate 
accounting records and system of internal control, we are 
unable to express an opinion on them. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


During 1974, the Board of Selectmen purchased $2,014 
of office equipment for the Town office. This equipment 
was not appropriated by the Town, and is, therefore, an 
unauthorized purchase. 


CONCLUSION

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


During the past year we have worked on several of the 
town roads in an effort to make themmore passable and safe. 
Work was done on the Jamestown Road, Bean Hill Road, 
Farrarville Road, Durrell Mt. Road, Shaker Road and Wareing 
Road. 


We had all the town bridges inspected by the State and 
found that nearly all our bridges are in need of some repair 
and some are in need of extensive repair. When the Town 
accepted the roads in the Sunray Shores area, the bridge 
across the canal was not accepted because of it's deterior- 
ated condition and is closed to all vehicle travel. 


The Board accepted the roads in Pleasant Valley Devel- 
opment since they had been brought up to the specifications 
required by the Board. 


The Greyhound Dog Racing track operated this summer 
which furnished part time work for Belmont residents and 
the Town collected the daily racing fees plus the pay for 
the Police work connected with it, with the exception of 
$1600.00 which we hope to collect when their affairs are 
settled. 


Because of the pressing need for space we enclosed a 
large area of the Town Hall floor, making a new Selectmen's 
office which will accommodate more than 30 people and space 
for the police department where both the regular and special 
police officers can change and store their clothes; also 
an evidence room for storage and a lock-up for temporary 
restraint of subjects. The present Selectmen's room is used 
for the daily activities of the Town Clerk and Tax Collector 
in taking care of the files and Selectmen papers, etc., and 
also the treasurer's desk and files are stored there along 
with the regular files and supervisor of the check list files 
and papers, tax maps, etc. Persons researching old birth 
records and such also use this office. The new Selectmen's 
office will make possible uninterrupted meetings when 
necessary during the day, and will also permit more than one 
committee or commission to hold meetings at the same time 
without interfering with each other. Another window was 
added to the Town Clerk's office which makes it more con- 
venient for the public and also reduces the traffic in the 
clerks office. This work was done partly by the regular 
appropriation, partly by welfare, Manpower, voluntary free 
labor and by a surplus in the Police Department wages largely 
created by Chief Earl Sweeney being on leave of absence and 
refusing to take salary after coming back from leave. There 
is still work to be done to complete the offices and change

the front of the hall which will stop much of the heat loss 
in the winter and help cut down on the heating oil costs, 
which is one of the major cost of the Town Hall. 


In spite of many Belmont residents being out of work, 
we have held the line on welfare, giving much more to those 
who really needed it and less to others. 


We no longer need our sump dump which took care of the 
septic pumped from the town systems. After working with the 
State Board of Health we are now able to use the facilities 
in Laconia for this service, since this is handled by the 
Winnipesaukee River Basin Project and we are associated 
with this project. 


We wish to thank all town officials and committees, 
both appointed and elected, for their cooperation during 
the past year.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


Upon the recommendation of town selectmen and city 
councils, the Division of Forests and Lands appoints a 
forest fire warden and several deputy forest fire wardens 
in each town and city every three years. The town or city 
warden is responsible for maintaining a force of men and 
adequate equipment to suppress any wildfire that occurs 
in his town or city during his term of appointment. The 
fire warden must authorize all open burning when the ground 
is not covered with snow. No open fires can be authorized 
between 9 aeme and 5 peme, unless it is raining, without 
the additional permission of the state district fire chief. 


Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the 
ground is not covered with snow must first obtain the 
written permission of the forest fire warden. Camp and 
cooking fires also require the warden's permission. 


The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest 
Fire Service, assists alll cities and towns in meeting 
these requirements by training the warden and deputy 
forces in wildfire suppression tactics, making hand tool 
suppression equipment available at fifty percent of cost, 
supplying pieces of Federal excess property for us as 
fire attack vehicles and sharing up to fifty percent of 
the cost of wildfire suppression costs. 


Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or 
town program. Smokey Bear is available from the Forest 
Fire Service for local fire prevention programs. Posters 
and Junior Ranger kits are available for distribution by 
local fire departments upon request to the Forest Fire 
Service. Each forest fire warden is expected to carry on 
a continous wildfire prevention program within his town 
or city.

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Belmont 
Trailer Ordinance, as adopted by Article 21, Warrant 
for 1973 annual meeting (Chapter I, Town Ordinances 
1976), by adding following the first sentence of 
paragraph 1, the following new sentence: '' The owner 
or operator of a mobile home park shall not permit 

a mobile home to be placed in his park without a 
valid permit having been issued to the owner or 
owners of said mobile home by the Board of Selectmen, 
and such owner or operator shall report changes in 
ownership of mobile homes within the park, within 


his knowledge, to the Board of Selectmen." so that 
paragraph 1 as amended shall read as follows: 


1. Permit. No trailer shall be located or 
erected within the Town of Belmont after 
the date of enactment of this ordinance 
unless a permit shall have first been ob- 
tained by the owner of owners of record 
thereof from the Board of Selectmen. The 
owner or operator of mobile home park 
shall not permit a mobile home to be placed 
in his park without a valid permit having 
been issued to the owner or owners of said 
mobile home by the Board of Selectmen, and 
such owner or operator shall report changes 
in ownership of mobile homes within the 
park within his knowledge, to the Board 
of Selectmen. The Board of Selectmen shall 
issue permits for the erection or location 
of trailers to the owner or owners thereof 
and who are to occupy the same as follows: 


To see if the Town will vote to further amend the 
Belmont Building Ordinance as adopted by Article 
10, Warrant for 1955 Annual Meeting as amended by 
Article 10, Warrant for 1972 Annual Meeting, 
(Chapter II, Town Ordinances 1975), by adding 
following the third sentence of paragraph 8, the 
following new sentence: "The minimum clearance of 
waste system leaching fields to ground water level 
shall be 48"' above the seasonal high water table 
and shall stand unchanged regardless of subsequent 
reductions in State requirements." so that para- 
graph 8 as amended shall read as follows: 


8. All dwellings, trailers, standard manufacture 
and all commercial, public or industrial building 
shall have flush toilets and lavatory connected to 

a disposal system, with an adequate supply of 
running water furnished from a well or the Town 
Water System. When a public system is not avail- 
able, a private sewage disposal system is required. 
The type, size and construction of all septic tanks 
and drainage fields shall be approved by the Town 
Health Officer. The minimum clearance of waste 
system leaching fields to ground water level shall 
be 48'' above the seasonal high water table and shall 
stand unchanged regardless of subsequent reductions 
in State requirements. The installation of any 
septic tanks, sewage disposal system and/or drainage 
field, the plans for which have not been approved 


by the Town Health Officer, is prohibited and any 
person firm or corporation installing the same, 
whether an owner, builder, contractor, employee, 
agent or in any other capacity, shall be guilty of 
a violation. Each day during which such offense 
continues, shall be considered as a separate vio- 
lation. 


. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Excava-= 
tion, Removal and Filling of Land Ordinance as 
adopted by Article 3, Warrant for 1974 Annual Meeté+ | 
ing (Chapter XI, paragraph 6, Town Ordinances 1975), 
by adding following paragraph I (Article 3, 1974 
Warrant, and paragraph 6 (c), Chapter XI, Town 
Ordinances 1975), the following new sub-paragraph 
designated 6. (c)l, which will read as follows:

Every motor vehicle used or to be used for the 
conveyance of persons for hire from place to 
place within the Town of Belmont, save as ex- 
cepted following, shall be deemed a taxicab 
within the meaning of this ordinance. Except- 
ions: A motor vehicle subject to regulations 
by the Public Utilities Commission of the State 
of New Hampshire; sightseeing buses designed to 
carry eight or more persons from a fixed place 
to places of interest about the town; motor 
vehicles collecting fares by tickets or coupons 
sold for interstate transportation; and cars 
for hire used for carrying passengers for 
attendance at marriages, funerals, christenings, 
and for use in ceremonial parades. 


No person, firm or corporation shall operate 

or cause to be operated a taxicab, unless 
licensed as herein provided. No license shall 
be issued unless and until the Selectmen have 
issued a certificate that public convenience 
and necessity require the operation of said 
taxicab. Application for such certificate shall 
be made on forms provided by the Town Clerk, who 
shall keep a record of all applications and 
licenses granted, and all licenses shall be 
numbered in order as granted. All applications 
shall set forth the name, age and address of the 
applicant; the trade name under which the appli- 
cant does or proposes to do business; where 
proposed stands and garages if any, are to be 
located; the number of vehicles the applicant 
desires to operate, with a clear description 

of each vehicle, and such other facts as the 
Selectmen may require. No license granted 
hereunder shall be sold, assigned or trans- 
ferred. 


Upon presentation of such certificate within 
thirty days from its date, and satisfactory 
evidence that license fees herein required 
have been paid, and that an insurance policy 

or certificate hereinafter required has been 
approved and filed, the Selectmen may issue to 
the applicant a license for each taxicab set 
out in said certificate. The license fee shall 
be twenty five dollars ($25.00) annually from 
the date of issuance for each taxicab. 


Every applicant for license to operate a taxi- 
cab shall file with the Town Clerk before the 
license is issued, a policy, or certificate of

liability insurance, covering the period of 
license, and for each taxicab for which license 
is sought; said policy or certificate uf liab- 
ility insurance to be accepted and approved by 
the Town counsel and issued by a company auth- 
orized to do business in the State of New 
Hampshire, indemnifying the applicant with the 
minimum limits applicable to motor vehicle 
liability insurance policies issued pursuant 

to the laws of New Hampshire through the oper- 
ation of the taxicab of the applicant. Said 
certificate or policy of liability insurance 
shall have incorporated in it as part of said 
policy that it will not be cancelled, except 
upon ten(10) days written notice to the assured, 
and to the Town Clerk of Belmont, New Hampshire.

RESOLUTION APPROVING APPLICATION OF THE

WHEREAS, that there continues to exist within the 
state a serious shortage of safe and sanitary 
dwelling accommodations at rents which elderly 
persons can afford, and that such persons are 
forced to occupy substandard dwelling accomo- 
dations; and 


WHEREAS, the General Court of the State of New 
Hampshire has enacted Chapter 204-A of the New 
Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated establish- 
ing the New Hampshire Housing Commission; and 


WHEREAS, Section 9 of that Act provides that in a 
municipality where there is no local housing 
authority operating, the Commission shall not 
operate without the consent of the governing body 
of a municipality; and 


WHEREAS, said Section 9 provides that consent of 
the governing body must be given for each project; 
and 


WHEREAS, under the provisions of Section 8 of the 
U. Se Housing Act of 1937, as amended, the United 
States of America, acting through the Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Development, is authorized to 
enter into annual contributions contracts with 
public housing agencies pursuant to which such 
agencies may enter into contracts to make assist- 
ance payments to owners; 


NOW, THEREFORE, be it resolved by the Town of Belmont 
at its 1976 annual meeting as follows; 


That the New Hampshire Housing Commission be and 
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is authorized to operated in the Town of Belmonte 


That said New Hampshire Housing Commission is 
authorized to sponsor a project, under Section 8 
of the U. S. Housing Act of 1937, as amended, for 
newly constructed housing; the total amount of the 
foregoing not to exceed 45 dwelling units. 


To see if the Town agrees to participate in the 
National Flooding Insurance Program by directing 
the Board of Selectmen to complete the eligibility 
application and submit the required information to 
the Federal Insurance Administration.

before the damage occurred. Sub- 
stantial improvement is started when 
the first alteration of any structural 
part of the building commences. 


Any person, firm, or corporation vio- 
lating the provision of this Ordinance 
shall upon conviction, be penalized 
the same as for a violation under the 
Criminal Code of New Hampshire. Each 
day during which a violation continues 
shall be considered as a separate vio- 
lation, and punishable as such.

WHEREAS, this body has the legal authority to 
adopt. land use and control measures to reduce 
future flood losses pursuant to New Hampshire RSA 
Chapters 31, 36, 156, and 156A. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That this Town 
Meeting hereby: 


1. Assures the Federal Insurance Administration 
that it intends to enact and maintain in force 
for those areas having defined flood hazards, 
adequate land use and control measures with 
effective enforcement provisions consistent 
with the Criteria set forth in Section 1910 of 
the National Flood Insurance Program Regula- 
tions; and 


2. Vests the Planning Board with the responsibility, 
authority, and means to: 


(a) Delineate or assist the Administrator, at 
his request, in delineating the limits of 
the areas having special flood hazards 
on available local maps of sufficient 
scale to identify the location of build 
ing sites. 


(b) Provide such information as the Adminis- 
trator may request concerning present uses 
and occupancy of the floodplain. 


(c) Cooperate with Federal, state, and local 
agencies and private firms which undertake 
to study, survey, map, and identify flood- 
plain areas, and cooperate with neighbor- 
ing communities with respect to management 
of adjoining floodplains in order to pre- 
vent aggravation of existing hazards. 


(d) Submit on the anniversary date of the 
community's initial eligibility an annual 
report to the Administrator on the progress 
made during the past year within the 


community in the development and im- 
plementation of floodplain management 
meaSureS.e 


3. Appoints the Board of Selectmen to maintain 
for public inspection and to furnish upon 
request a record of elevations (in relation 
to mean sea level) of the lowest floor (in- 
cluding basement) of all new or substantially 
improved structures located in the special 
flood hazard arease If the lowest floor is 
below grade on one or more sides, the ele-~ 
vation of the floor immediately above must 
also be recorded. 


4, Intends to take such other official action 
within its powers as may be reasonably 
necessary to carry out the objectives of 
the programe 


WHEREAS, the Town of Belmont has adopted and is 
enforcing Building Regulations and Subdivision. 
REgulations; and 


WHEREAS, Section III of the Building Regulations 
prohibits any person, firm, or corporation from 
erecting, constructing, enlarging, altering, re- 
pairing, improving, moving or demolishing any 
building or structure without first obtaining a 
separate building permit for each building or 
structure from the Building Inspector; and 


WHEREAS, the Building Inspector must examine all 
plans and specifications for the proposed con- 
struction when application is made to him for a 
building permit. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ENACTED by the Town Meeting 
of Belmont as follows: 


1. That the Planning Board amend their Subdivision 
Regulations pertaining to the flood hazard area 
to assure that (i) all such proposals are con-

REPORT OF THE BELMONT POLICE DEPARTMENT 
FOR THE YEAR ENDED DEC. 31, 1975 


With the F.B.I. reporting that the crime rate in 
New Hampshire increased more than any of the 50 states 
during the past year, your Police Department is happy to 
report that due to the increased manpower which the towns- 
people voted to give us last year, there has been a slight 
drop recorded in both the crime and accident rates in town. 
The apparent reason for this is the additional preventa- 
tive patrol achieved through having the extra patrolman 
on the road. 


Maurice Re. Salmon II, a native of Conway who holds an 
Associate Degree in Criminal Justice from St. Anselm's 
College, was chosen by competitive examination from a 
field of candidates to fill our additional full-time posi- 
tion. He and his wife, Marsha, now reside on School Street 
and have become a part of our community. Officer Salmon 
graduated from the 27th session of the State Police Recruit 
Academy as second from the top in his class. 


Due to the cooperation of the Selectmen, Chief Earl 
Sweeney was permitted to take a leave of absence during 
part of the year, in order to serve as Field Representa- 
tive for the N.H. Police Standards and Training Council, 
developing and coordinating training programs for police 
officers throughout the State. He continues to fulfill 
his administrative responsibilities here on nights and 
weekends, and we were able to obtain the needed manpower 
to compensate for the time he normally spent on patrol at 
little or no cost to the town through college work-study 
programse Alan L. McRae, a student at Plymouth State 
College, spent 13 non-paid weeks on assignment to us, at 
the conclusion of which he was hired by the Gilford 
Police Department as a full-time Patrolman. Richard P. 
Bertolami and Kirkman Cassavaugh, Jr.e, both Criminal 
Justice Students at St. Anselm's College, were assigned 
to us as Interns through L.E.A.A. and Crime Commission 
grants. George Smith Jr., and Michelle Snow worked as 
Summer Cadets under a program funded by the Crime Com- 
mission, 


With the amount saved by not paying Chief Sweeney a 
salary during this leave, the department ended the year 
with a surplus of funds which were utilized by the Select- 
men to pay for renovations to the Town Hall. Part of these 
renovations included added space for police headquarters, 
which should give us sufficient room for expansion over 
the next five or more years. This included more room in 
the Dispatch area, a locker room, evidence room, supply 
closet and briefing roome We will seek to gradually 
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furnish and equip these areas from future budgets. 


Senior Patrolman Robert S. Dawes was promoted to the 
rank of Sergeant after passing a written examination ad- 
ministered by the State Department of Personnel. With the 
growth of our department, it was necessary to have someone 
who is clearly in charge and empowered to make on-the-spot 
decisions in emergency situations in the absence of the 
Chief. Sgt. Dawes, who has prior service with the Laconia 
and Tilton departments, has been with us for five years 
and resides on Jefferson Road. 


Officer Michael McCarty, who is completing his fourth 
year with us, was name "Outstanding Young Police Officer 
of the Year'' by the Lakes Region Junior Chamber of Commerce 
last year. He has been training "Nikki", his German 
Shepherd dog with the State Police K-9 squad at Troop "E" 
with excellent results. We expect to have a fully=trained 
K-9 for both patrol and search and rescue work soon. 


Motorcycle weekend this year caused much apprehension, 
as national sanction was withdrawn from the event and the 
Town and State both passed camping bans. Despite fears 
that this legislation would drive the "bikies'' deeper into 
the woods with attendant problems, thanks to splendid co- 
operation between our department and those of neighboring 
towns plus the Sheriff's Department and State Police, the 
weekend went off without incident. 


The N.H. Kennel Club, Inc. greyhound race track start- 
ed operation, and our officers began coping with added law 
enforcement and traffic-related activities, hampered by a 
lack of organization, lack of expertise and lack of funds 
on the part of the track management. No major problems 
occurred, but the present status of the track is unknown, 
as it experienced serious financial problems at season's 
end, and it is unclear whether the track will reopen in 
1976. 


With the phasing out of the Belmont Municipal Court, 
our officers have been traveling to Laconia for court 
sessions several times a week. This court, which meets 
on weekdays, has resulted in a considerable increase in 
the number of not guilty pleas and resultant trials with 
defendants represented by counsel, placing an added burden 
on the police to act as prosecutors. 


The raising of the juvenile age to 18 by the 1975 
Legislature meant that many cases which would have pre- 
‘viously been heard in adult court had to be treated as 
juveniles. This new law has tied the hands of the police, 
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parents and courts in dealing with incorrigible youth, who 
are now known as "persons in need of supervision". The 
Belmont Police Department has developed a court diversion 
policy which has resulted in keeping 63% of all juveniles 
out of the criminal justice system, and has been praised 
by the Laconia District Court as a model for other commun- 
ities to follow. 


At year-end, the community was saddened by a $250,000 
fire which destroyed the landmark First Baptist Church, 
and particularly saddened when a 19-year old local youth 
was charged with arson as the result of our investigation 
of the blaze. In cther cases during the year, an attempt- 
ed arson at Torrey's Laundromat, burglaries at the Clayton 
Greenwood residence on Rt. 106, the school lunch cafeteria 
at Belmont High School, the McCaffrey residence on Sunset 
Drive, the Corey residence on Dutile Road, a wave of vane 
dalism around Belmont Village, and an elaborate racket for 
defrauding stores at the Belknap Mall through shoplifting 
items which were later returned for cash refunds, were 
all solved by police action. 


Our thanks to the Selectmen, Budget Committee and the 
townspeople for their cooperation during this, my 14th 
year as Chief of Police and 18th year as a member of your 
Police Department.

BELMONT RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Belmont Recreation Commissions activities during 
the year of 1975 have been very fruitful to the town of 
Belmont. 

First, after years of waiting we have seen the arri- 
val of the 368th Army Engineers Reserve to conduct their 
training exercise at Murray Park at Pout Pond, thus help- 
ing the Town construct our long awaited park and swimming 
area. So far we have enjoyed three weekend visits with 
them and they have made considerable progress on a very 
delicate project. We will be looking forward to this 
years activities at the site. Extreme caution should be 
exercised if you visit the area. 

Another step forward for the town of Belmont is the 
revitalization of almost three acres of town owned land 
in the center of town, which had“literally become a 
sewerage dumping ground full of all kinds of debris and 
bushes. 

We were successful in obtaining Government Flood 
control funds for a complete underground and above ground 
drainage system, mainly from the effort of the local 
U.S. Soil Conservation Officer and R.C. & D of the North 
Country, which Belknap County became a part of. We were 
guided and helped through it all by Mr. Clement Lyons and 
his staff of U.S. Soil Conservation office. 

The complete drainage phase of the new park and play- 
ground was completed by the middle of August. 

The bid for the actual playground and fencing was put 
out for bid and L.M. Pike Industries was the successful 
bidder. Work was started and is to be finished by approx- 
imately June 1, 1976. A barbecue pit was installed as was 
water in the area for flooding the new skating rink. The 
skating rink was usable this winter. The equipment, swings, 
slide and so forth will be ordered approximately April l, 
1976. The above is being funded 50% by the Bureau of Out- 
door Recreation Funds. 

We also wish to show our appreciation to Mr. Jack 
Penny and his staff at the B.O.R. for their help. Also 
to the Belmont Board of Selectmen, the local Fire Depart- 
ment, Police Department and all the contractors of the 
various projects started and completed so far for their 
tremendous effort and help. A thanks to the local Water 
Department for their cooperation, also to the taxpayers 
of Belmont who supported the project with their hard earned 
tax dollars, we wish to express our appreciation for your 
support. 

The whole effort and project has been carried on with 
the greatest teamwork of all involved ever put forth on a 
project in many a day in Belmont. 

We hope to finish the new park and playground by 
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BELMONT RECREATION COMMISSION CONTINUED 


June 1, 1976 and have Murray Park well on its way to com- 
pletion this year. 

Dedication of the new park and playground is being 
planned to coincide with the 1976 Old Home Day celebration. 
Once again the Belmont Recreation Commission says 
thanks for the teamwork and promise we will do our best to 

finish both projects in such a manner to make all of us 
and you proud we were bold enough to take the step forward 
in providing our town with these recreation facilities.

It now 
looks as though the Board of Selectmen will have to make 
a decision of site purchase by eminent domain, They or 
us are unwilling to participate in such actions. But 
by law they will have to act in this way unless someone 
in town comes up with an area voluntarily for landfill 
site or a regional site is found.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


We had fewer complaints during the year of 1975 than 
during the previous four years, but there are still some 
problems that we have to contend with. 


One of the problems is that people are starting con- 
struction of residences without first having obtained 
approval for their septic systems from the Water Supply 
and Pollution Control Commission in Concord. You must get 
prior approval for any building that is to be connected 
to a water system before you can even start construction. 


In May of 1975, a Health Department Regulation was 
enacted to control camping in Belmont. This regulation 
proved very effective during the last motocycle weekend. 
This regulation must be ratified at this years town meeting 
in order to keep it as part of our town ordinances. 


We are also presenting another article to town meeting 
to keep all leach fields four feet above the seasonal high 
water table. This is presently a requirement of the state 
law, but we felt we should have it in our own ordinances 
just in case the state lowered their requirement. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank all 
Belmont residents for your complete cooperation during 
the past year and hope we will continue to work together 
to make Belmont, ''The Best Town by a Dam Site."

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REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 


Town Road Aid (TRA) this year was used to widen and 
semi-straighten a section of the Shaker Road from the inter- 
section of South and Shaker Roads down to the road leading 
to the new town well. The centerline was established by 
Mr. Vezina, RLS, and $1500.00 was spent to purchase land 
from Stanley Judkins, et al, to straighten the road, get 
fill to raise the road and get the proper width. The TRA 
funds for 1976 will be used to further this construction, 


Bean Hill was staked out for construction, but due to 
the Department of Revenue Administration's decision that 
the vote on revenue sharing funds voted at the town meeting 
last March was improper, we did not complete this project. 
We did install an 18'' culvert to take care of the water 
that was flowing across the road, and we replaced a 48!! 
culvert with a 60" culvert to correct another problem spot. 
The 48"' culvert we removed from the Bean Hill Road we used, 
along with a little extra culvert to replace the wooden 
bridge on Wareing Road. It is now a safe bridge for legal 
road limits. 


Jamestown Road was let out to bids and approximately 
1700 feet of road was reconstructed and left to settle during 
the winter before it is to be surfaced. Further construction 
is planned for 1976. 


A dangerous knowl on the Farrarville Road was bulldozed 
down, the brush removed and the road widened somewhat. There 
will have to be some more work done on this section next 
yeare 


Seal coating was done as far as the money would go. The 
asphalt product took a big hike in price so it cut our footage 
almost in half. I have recommended an increase in the seal 
coating appropriation for 1976. 


Waste oil which we use for dust control also went up 
this year, making it impossible for us to go over all roads 
with a second coating. 


The new 2-way radios which replaced one in a dump truck 
and added one to our payloader, one in the pickup truck and 
a base at the town shed are working out very well and are 
appreciated by all. 


The Durrell Mt. Road was brushed out and culverts were 


purchased for this construction during 1976. Bean Hill Road 
was also brushed out in preparation for the coming construction. 
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REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT, CONTINUED 


The winter of 1975 was fairly mild but gave us a number 
of small storms and alot of ice. We used 362 tons of sand 
for stockpiles of sand and salt at a cost of $16.50 per ton. 
The price increased during the latter part of the winter to 
$18.40 per ton and 90 tons were purchased,altogether we used 
452 tons during the winter. 


With the extra manpower I was able to hole the line on 
our 1975 budget. Our winter maintenance hours were cut from 
sixty hours per week to fifty hours. With the extra man I 
have more time for supervisory worke 


I wish to thank all the Town Officials, the Police and 
Fire Departments for their cooperation during the past year

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WINNIPESAUKEE RIVER BASIN REPORT 


The Winnipesaukee River Basin program continues reason- 
ably on schedule as far as the Winnisquam By-Pass is con- 
derned. Although progress was delayed by the requirement of 
a new environmental impact statement, the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency has authorized the State of New Hampshire to 
go ahead with the design phase of the Belmont Interceptor. 


Copies of the draft of the ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT STATE- 
MENT concerning the proposed wastewater collection and 
treatment facilities prepared by Ecolsciences, Inc. of 
Vienna, Virginia dated December 4, 1975 can be studied at 
the Town Office. Conclusions summarized from the report 
are generally that any adverse effects to the environment 
would be outweighed by the beneficial impacts that "will 
cause the improvement of ground and surface water quality, 
improvement of aquatic habitat, increase the Basin's recrea- 
tional potential, reduce public health hazards and provide 
immediate stimulus to the Basin's economy and its long-term 
economic growth and development.'' Concerning long-term 
adverse impacts therepart states they are "related to second- 
ary impacts on land use, socioeconomic characteristics and 
air and water quality. These impacts have the potential of 
being moderate to significant and can be mitigated only 
through adoption and/or enforcement of appropriate land use 
controls." 


The information requested by the Ecolsciences firm in 
preparing its statement required time and effort to assemble. 
Thanks to the staff of the Town Office, various members of 
the Sewer Commission, Planning Board, Selectmen and others 
it was possible to get together answers and materials quickly 
and prevent delay. 


The target date for the completion of the Basin program 
is still 1980. Meanwhile, Belmont's EPA order to stop the 
discharge of wastewater has been extended to 1977 to permit 
coordinantion with the Basin and treatment plant program. 
Planning and construction of the local collector sewers in 
the village and in the Winnisquam areas need to proceed at 
the same time as the Basin work to meet requirements of 
potential State and Federal funding and to be ready to hook 
on when the interceptor system is completed.

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BELMONT PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Boards calendar has again been full, lending 
veredibility to the government prediction that N.H. will be 
one of the fastest growing States in the nation. 

We have acted upon our first priority in making every 
effort to apply all provisions of our Regulations to each 
application to assure equity and to carry out the intent 
of the Regulations. 

With your support, we secured passage of l. Recrea- 
tional Camping Parks, 2. Minimum lot conformation, and 3. 
Abandoned Sturctures Ordinances, 

Of ‘primary importance to the Citizens and the Board 
is the formation of the Planning Board Support Committee: 
Judith Baillie, Denis Dupuis, William Ekberg, Les Hanson 
and John Jewett. Members of the committee were chosen 
because of their areas of knowledge and their desire to 
work for the community. They are receiving on the job 
training and one member attended a formal extension course 
sponsored by U.N.H. 

The duties of the committee are many, but primarily 
it is to assist subdividers in interpetation and appli- 
cation of the Subdivision Regulations. The result of 
their work is very important as it minimizes the time 
required to secure approval of applications, and gives the 
Planning Board the much needed time to pursue its other 
responsibilities. 

A very successful random survey was conducted by the 
Planning Board with the assistance of the Belmont Lamp- 
lighters. The results of this survey has helped the Board 
in establishing its list of prioity items for the coming 
year. The success of this random survey was highlighted 
at the first zoning hearing where it was learned 24% of 
the citizens attending had participated in the survey. 

The first prioity resulting from the survey was to 
draft a Zoning Ordinance to satisfy the requirements of © 
protecting areas from improper development and create an 
atmosphere attractive to industry in Belmont. The second 
priority was to extensively amend our Subdivisions Regula- 
tions to insure orderly controlled growth that would not 
be detrimental to the Towns' economy. Many other areas 
will receive our attention in the coming years. 

Suggestions have been communicated to the Board of 
Selectmen among which are: 1. Ammend Excavation Ordinance 
to include mandatory hearing for abutting owners. 2. Adopt- 
ion of HUD Flood Plain Insurance plan to insure owners in 
flood areas will not be penalized in use of their property. 
3. Request appointment of alternate members to Planning 
Board to act in absence of regular members. 4. Request 
Conservation Commission by brought to full strength. 5. 
Ammend mobile home ordinance to include requirements that 
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park owners verify valid permits and report sales of 
mobile homes. 

Making good use of the time allowed by the work of 
the Support Committee the Board has accomplished many work 
items previously awaiting attention. Organization of 
filing system, drafting of new Building Permit forms, draft- 
ing new Subdivision application forms, drafting Building 
Permit signs, establishing new records of Planning Board 
activity, drafting standard form letters for Hearing notices 
and other frequently used correspondence, verification of 
Deeds and permits issued --- to check for irregularities 
and conformance with Ordinances, drafting a comprehensive 
checklist of subdivision application progress, establishing 
a perpetual bulletin to keep Board and Committee members 
(and interested Citizens) informed of daily business, in- 
stallation of bulletin board in Selectmens' offices and 
creation of locus map to display all subdivision activity 
in the Town. 

All of these activities assist us in operating in a 
businesslike and equitable manner in the conduct of our 
duties. 

We are now utilizing the facilities and services pro- 
vided by the Lakes Region Planning Commission to full ade 
vantage and find the Commission to be highly qualified and 
very helpful. The Commission has provided us with land 
capability and zoning maps, printing facilities and expert 
advice in drafting our proposed Zoning Ordinance, 

We were the first Board to utilize the Technical 
Assessment team of the R.C. & D. in evaluating the impact 
of a proposed subdivision. Their facilities and wide area 
of expertise is invaluable and their services are provided 
at no charge to the Town. 

Goals for the coming year include action on an offi- 
cial map showing the exact location and bounds of all 
roads in town, continuing work on application and updating 
of the Master Plan, pursuit of means of inducing employ- 
ment within the Town and continuing our efforts to help 
make Belmont a secure and pleasant place to live. 

In closing, I extend my thanks for the dedication and 
just plain hard work of the members of the Board and Support 
Committee, who donated generously of their time in support 
of our efforts to serve the Town.

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REPORT OF WATER DEPARTMENT 


We have made daily inspections of the reservoir and 
both wells and pumps. 


Our standby gas engine is given a short test run each 
month. 


We had problems with out recording gauge at the new 
pumping station by were able to take care of this with 
our own personnel and it is behaving 0.K. now. 


We are having problems with a build up of silt and 
iron deposits in our water mains, well screens, and pumps. 
We have flushed all hydrants full flow twice and have 
improved our flow from all hydrants somewhat. We intend 
to continue this flushing program and hope to improve flow 
considerably more. 


Our new pump has dropped considerably in performance, . 
It appears that the well, screen, and pump have accumulated 
a heavy deposit of iron and must be cleaned. We intend to 
have it cleaned in the near future. 


Several hydrants which were not operating properly 
have been repaired and are behaving 0.K. now. All hydrants 
are inspected periodically during the winter months and 
snow cleared from them when necessary. 


We have laid three new services and have set 14 new 
meterSe 


Total numbers of customers now served by the depart- 
ment is 309. 


Plant inventory including the Winnisquam Division is 
$278,702.13 less depreciation for the year of 1975. 


The Belmont Water Department is managed by a board of 
five Water Commissioners directly responsible to the 
Board of Selectmen.

The State Library Bookmobile came three times during 
1975 and we borrowed a total of 735 books. We also bor- 
rowed 35 books from the State Library and 75 books from 
the Laconia Library. We added 223 books to our collection. 

In February the library received a certificate from 
the State Library Commission in recognition of our offi- 
cially becoming a member of the Statewide Library Develop- 
ment Program. This program has been in existence for 
several years and requires libraries to maintain certain 
minimum qualifications. We have now met these qualifi- 
cations. 

During 1975 several classes visited the library in- 
cluding the two third grades, the two Top O' The Hill 
Kindergarten classes and a reading group from the second 
grade. The third graders wrote very nice thank you letters 
and drew pictures of the library which were hung up around 
the library. On Monday and Wednesday afternoons during 
the summer children were invited to come in and draw, 
paint, etc. and their projects were on display in the 
library.

The librarian attended three District Advisory Council 
meetings and was appointed to the planning committee of 
the Council.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN ROAD COMMITTEE 


The Town Road Committee after talking with Selectmen, 
Road Agent, Planning Board and several citizens of the town, 
feel the following roads should be repaired and/or rebuilt 
in order of preference. 

Paved Roads: 
1. Jamestown Road = complete the ongoing project to Stanley 
Hills Farm. 
2. Union Road = straighten the several bad curves and dips. 
Widen the narrow sections and clean the brush from the sides 
of the road. 
3. Mile Hill Road - repair pavement where it is broken up. 
Clear brush from sides of road. 

There were several complaints about brush overgrowing the 
roads. We feel a serious effort should be given to clear- 
ing the brush along the sides of all our roads and getting 
it so a highway mower could be used. 

Dirt Roads: 
1. Bean Hill Road - The section from Union Road to top of 
hill to be rebuilt and paved ~ 1976. From end of pavement 
to Seavey Road should be widened, brush cut and graveled. 
2. Durrell Mountain Road = section to be paved = 1976 From 
pavement to 4 corners should be widened, brush cut and 
graveled. 
3. Horn Road = graveled and brush cut. 
4. Seavey Road = graveled and brush cut. 
5. Brown Hill Road = from pavement to route 107 should be 
widened, brush cut and graveled. 
6. Dutile Road = graveled and brush cut from Horn Road to 
Lamprey Road. 

The Road Committee feels the roads listed are the most 
important based on school bus routes, amount of summer and 
winter use and present condition, There are several so 
called "camp roads"! that are now used year round that need 
work. However, we feel these roads should come after the 
roads listed are brought up to good standards.
